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WHAT'S BEHIND OUR CONTINUED LOSSES? 


The shocking advances made by international Communism during the past 30 years ought to 
be a matter of grave concern to every red-blooded American. Without question, the phenomenal Com- 
munist growth is due primarily to an erroneous diagnosis of our deadly enemy upon which much of 
our American foreign policy is based. This faulty concept, which not only has failed to stop Commu- 
nism but which has helped make it possible for the Kremlin to now rule almost one half of the world’s 
population, is deeply entrenched in the minds of many of our highest ranking leaders. For the most 
part, they are completely unable to diagnose this evil malignancy which is slowly disintegrating the life 
of the Free world. 


This attitude among high ranking leaders is not a matter of speculation. It is clearly evident from 
their speeches as well as their acts. On September 8, 1961, Senator Thomas J. Dodd, on the floor of the 
Senate, exposed a speech made by a high USIA (United States Information Agency) official to the 
American Psychological Association Convention. The general theme of this official’s speech was that, 
after all, we are not too different from the Communists. Senator Dodd said: 

“The most alarming evidence I have yet noticed of the weakness in our propaganda effort was 
the speech made on Monday, September 4, by Dr. Ralph K. White, Chief of the Soviet Bloc Division of 
USIA’s Office of Research and Analysis.” 


There is not sufficient room here to quote Dr. White’s entire speech. However, in selecting small 
segments of the speech, which clearly reflect the suicidal and idiotic thinking of Dr. White, it is easy to 
see why international Communism continues to win and the United States continues to lose in the 
struggle for survival of freedom. 


FIGHTING AGAINST MUTUAL SUICIDE? 


In his speech, Dr. White contended that the United States and international Communism are 
fighting a joint battle ‘against mutual suicide.” This is, of course, ridiculous. The United States is not 
now, nor have we ever been, in a joint battle at the side of the Communist leaders against mutual sui- 
cide. The Communists alone threaten the world with destruction. If we were to have a nuclear disas- 
ter, it would be the Communists who cause it — and nothing is more false than the assumption that 
somehow our nation and the Communists are struggling together against the threat of nuclear destruc- 





tion, as though that threat had some independent status 
or power of its own. 


According to Senator Dodd, Dr. White further con- 
tends: 

“That we err in not recognizing that the 
Russians are afraid of us and that many of their 
seemingly aggressive policies originate in this 
defensive fear. 

“That while the Soviets may appear aggres- 
sive in Berlin, they have a genuine desire to sta- 
bilize the situation there, based upon a sincere 
fear of aggression by the West.” 


How could any thinking person, who has made 
even the slightest study of the Communist conspiracy, 
believe that the brutal aggression of the Communist 
conspirators in East Berlin, Tibet, Laos, South Vietnam, 
Indochina, South Korea, and many other places was 
motivated by fear of the free world? The enslavement 
of these areas and countries was a logical and systematic 
application of the frequently declared aim of the Com- 
munists to enslave the entire world. The fact that such 
a statement could come from one of our top ranking 
leaders in psychological warfare should be shocking to 
any thinking American. 


As for the Berlin situation, the Communists have 
forced crisis after crisis in Berlin with the objective of 
forcing us out, throwing all Berlin behind the iron 
curtain, and thus undermining our position there with 
the ultimate objective of causing all of Germany and 
all of Europe to fall behind the iron curtain. The Com- 
munist purpose in Berlin can be diagnosed as aggression 
and that alone. The fact that leaders of our own USS. 
Information Agency cannot grasp this fact and seem 
unable to comprehend the nature of our enemy and his 
motives is a cause for grave concern on the part of 
every freedom loving American. 


COMMUNISTS NO LONGER EVIL? 


The next grave error in this incredible September 
4th speech by Dr. Ralph K. White, Chief of the Soviet 
Bloc Division of USIA’s Office of Research and Anal- 
ysis, is a claim that we overestimate the evil of Com- 
munist dictators. Here is the way Dr. White put this 
fantastic reasoning in his speech: 

“Are we... too ready to see our enemy in 
terms of villains at the top and ordinary well- 
meaning people down below? I would say yes. 
Of course, our picture has large elements of 
truth but it overestimates how diabolical the 
Soviet leaders are .. .” 


How naive can Dr. Ralph K. White get? He is 
talking about an international conspiracy which has 
deliberately murdered twenty million people through 
planned starvation, through assassination, through mass 
executions, through the slow living death of slave labor

camps and through other means. Can such individuals 
be any less than villains? 


The Kremlin murderers have enslaved over 900 
million human beings and turned them into faceless 
cogs in a gigantic Communist machine. Atheistic Com- 
munist bullies have waged systematic warfare upon the 
basic tenets of our religious heritage. Soviet conspira- 
tors will and have perpetrated any evil if they thought 
it would advance the Communist cause. In the light of 
all these facts, in what way does a division chief of our 
United States Information Agency feel that we over- 
estimate the evil of our deadly enemy? Again we ask 
— is it any wonder we are losing the so-called cold war? 


COMMUNISTS NO LONGER LIARS? 


Informed Americans know that Communism is 
built upon lies, half truths, and distortions. Their entire 
propaganda campaign against us is based upon lies and 
distortions. Communist leaders lie as a matter of moral 
right, according to their twisted concept of morality. 
They constitute the greatest liars in history. Obviously 
ignorant of these facts, Dr. Ralph K. White, in his 
September 4th speech said further: 

“Are we too ready to dismiss anything the 
Soviet leaders say as being lies and therefore 
not to be listened to? Again I would say yes. 
Most of the time . . . what they say is fairly close 
to what they really think ... We need to study 
their actions much more than their words, but, 
taken in conjunction with their actions, their 
words are often illuminating. And certainly we 
don’t pay much attention, now, to what they are 
trying to tell us. Let me ask you: ‘How recently 
have you listened to Radio Moscow’s broadcast 
in English? How recently have you read a book, 
or even an article written from the Soviet point 
of view?’ ” 

These questions, considered in the context of Dr. 
White’s entire speech, definitely leave the impression 
that Dr. White is telling his audience that Khrushchev 
and the Communist leaders should be heard, read and 
considered seriously, 


Again Dr. White reveals an alarming lack of in- 
telligence regarding Soviet history. Does he really be- 
lieve that the Communist charges against us of germ 
warfare in Korea were made in good faith? Does he 
believe that the Kremlin was really saying what it 
thought when it tied us up with nuclear test ban nego- 
tiations while at the very same time they were making 
underground tests and setting up the series of above- 
ground nuclear tests which are now taking place? Does 
Dr. White really believe that the Soviets were acting 
in good faith when they broke more than a thousand 
solemn treaties into which they had entered? How 
tragic that a man of Dr. White’s historical and diplo- 
matic perception should find himself in one of the top 
areas of our Nation’s information services.

SENATOR THURMOND ON 
PENTAGON MUZZLING 


THE ANTI-ANTI CONSPIRACY 


In this grave crisis period for our country and the 
_ free world there is a concerted conspiracy to intimidate 
persons in this country who speak out and warn against 
the Communist menace. The Senator called it the anti- 
anti-Communist movement. He brought this to the at- 
tention of the public in a news conference on July 21 
'and with a series of speeches on the Senate floor. He 
outlined and documented the facts of a concerted cam- 
paign to discredit, intimidate, and muzzle the military 
leaders of our nation. 


This campaign apparently began in this 
country with the Communist Party USA and its 
publication, The Worker. Among the articles 
he placed in the Congressional Record from The 
Worker was one dated June 4, 1961. This arti- 
cle constituted a flagrant attack on the top mili- 
tary leadership of our country. Among those 
named are Lt. Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, Adm. 
Arleigh Burke, and Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor. 
Included in the attack were also Mr. William C. 
Sullivan of the F.B.I. and Mr. Lyman B. Kirk- 
patrick, Jr., of the CIA. 


In subsequent articles in “The Worker,” the tempo 
of the campaign to discredit and smear anti-Communists 
increased. The August 13 issue devoted approximately 
one-third of its space to various articles devoted to this 
anti-anti-Communist campaign. One was an attack on 
Senator Mundt of South Dakota and Senator Thurmond 
for the fight they have been waging against muzzling 
‘the military. In one of these articles the official line 
of the American Communist Party, as laid down by the 
party’s Secretary-General, Gus Hall, is discussed in de- 
‘tail. Its essence is to the effect that a united front — 
into which the Kennedy Administration must be 
| brought — must be forged against the anti-Communist 
movement which is pictured as being the gravest danger 
to the Communists. 


The Senator should have mentioned the May 7/61

issue of The Worker, under the by-line of Mike New- 
berry. It started with a diatribe against “The John 
Franklin Letters” published by the “Bookmailer.” The 
publisher, Lyle Munson, was promptly labelled “anti- 
Semitic”: this insidious “smear” is habitually employed 
by professional Communists. Newberry moved on to 
the “John Birch Society.” He broadened the attack by 
continuous listing of prominent military names. He 
selected your Editor and Dr. Hargis, the Weekly Cru- 
sader and the ‘Foreign Intelligence Digest” as his next 
target. 


This issue of The Worker is so important, 
in revealing the habitual Communist character 
assassinations, that the pertinent column is re- 
produced in full. It is slanderous. It is mislead- 
ing. It cynically attempts to label all anti-Com- 
munists as “anti-Semitic” (including your Edi- 
tor, who is fortunately in amicable liaison with 
the “American Jewish Committee” ). The details 
are set forth in sub-paragraph 8 below. 


THE FULBRIGHT MEMORANDUM 


After initial articles in “The Worker,’ the cam- 
paign was continued in such publications as ‘The New 
York Times,’ The Washington Post, The Reporter, 
and The Bulletin of Atomic Scientists. It also has taken 
the form of pamphlets and, in one instance, a memoran- 
dum — the so-called Fulbright memorandum — which 
originated on Capitol Hill, according to the press. 


This memorandum is one of the most shocking 
documents the Senator has read since coming to Wash- 
ington. It not only attacks our military leaders for 
their efforts to give their personnel and the public all 
the facts about Communism, but it candidly expresses 
as its major fear not the Communist menace but a grave 
distrust of the American people to govern themselves. 


The memorandum expressed the alarming view- 
point that rather than needing to be alerted to the men- 
ace of the cold war, the American people need to be 
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restrained in their desire “to hit the Communists with 
everything we've got, particularly if there are more 
Cubas and Laoses.” 


There are several far-reaching and radical recom- 
mendations in the memorandum. First, it would repeal 
or modify the National Security Council Directive 
(1958) which authorized the military anti-Communist 
seminars. Second, it would increase censorship of mili- 
tary speeches. Third, it would transfer the National 
War College from military to civilian control. Fourth, 
it would put even unit level troop information and edu- 
cation training under civilian control. Fifth, it would 
require graduate studies in the liberal arts at universities 
— perhaps at Harvard to give the officers a more lib- 
eral outlook —as a prerequisite for promotion to high 


ranks. 


MEMORANDUM AIDS “ANTI-ANTI”’ 
COMMUNIST CAMPAIGN 


This document should be studied by every Ameri- 
can, particularly those who have the misapprehension 
that this entire fight is one of civilian control over the 
military. 


Military leaders are subject to civilian con- 
trol and have made no attempts to violate or 
usurp the policy-making prerogative of duly 
constituted civilian authorities in our govern- 
ment. We must not allow the real purpose of 
the anti-anti-Communist campaign to be camou- 
flaged behind such a smoke screen. What the 
Communists really fear is wide-spread under- 
standing by the American people, both in and 
out of uniform, of the true nature of Commu- 
nism and its tactics, and the vast gulf which sep- 
arates this atheistic ideology and its unscrupu- 
lous methods from the fundamental principles 
of liberty and justice on which the United States 
of America was founded and has flourished. 
The Communists know that from such an under- 
standing will merge a tremendous upsurge of 
patriotism and a determination to win the strug- 
gle against Communism, which will surely mean. 
the utter defeat of this lecherous disease of 
Marxist philosophy which plagues our world. 


The very existence of this anti-anti-Communist cam- 
paign is alarming. However, the evidence of success 
of the campaign, particularly as it applies to the intimi- 
dation of military officers in their attempts to combat 
the menace of Communism and the cold war, creates 
a clear and present danger to our national security which 
cannot and must not be allowed to continue. 


CAMPAIGN TO MUZZLE MILITARY PERSONNEL 


Indications of the campaign to muzzle military per- 
sonnel and to encumber their effectiveness against Com- 
munism increase daily. As far back as March 10, 1961, 
a memorandum was issued by the Office of the Secre- 
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tary of Defense prohibiting the use of the film “Opera- 
tion Abolition” by the services for training of military 
personnel. 


On April 21, another memorandum was issued 
banning the use or procurement by the services of a 
narrated film strip, “Communism on the Map.” Both 
of these films do an excellent job of revealing the tactics 
and true nature of Communism. They are being re- 
placed, however, by a namby-pamby, gutless film en- 
titled “Challenge of Ideas.” This film, narrated by Ed- 
ward R. Murrow, fails to give any treatment to the 
internal threat of subversion, socialism, and soft ap- 
peasement policies. 


More evidence of success of the campaign to gag 
our military leaders is embodied in a Defense Depart- 
ment Directive dated July 10, 1961. It is subtly word- 
ed, but it is pregnant with powers of censorship for the 
Assistant Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs. 


This censorship fits a frightening pattern. 
Here are ten examples of the type of expres- 
sions and phrases deleted by the censors from 
proposed speeches. The pattern shows up for 
itself: (1) Communist conspiracy directed to- 
ward absolute domination of the world. (2) 
Soviet infiltration menacing this nation and ex- 
tending throughout far corners of the globe. 
(3) The steady advance of Communism. (4) 
The Communist challenge. (5) On such theories 
socialism thrives. (6) Insidious ideology of 
world Communism. (7) Communism encom- 
passing Marxism, Fabian socialism, socialism. 
(8) Soviets have not relented in the slightest in 
their determination to dominate the world and 
to destroy our way of life. (9) Nothing has 
happened to indicate that the goals of interna- 
tional Communism have changed. (10) Today 
in the face of the world-wide threat of interna- 
tional Communism. 


How can such phrases violate or flaunt policies 
established by duly constituted civilian authorities? 
Why are such statements not permitted? Is there a list 
of items to be censored, or is this the work of certain 
individuals embedded in our governmental structure, 
whose surreptitious actions have a damaging effect on 
this Administration? 


Not to be overlooked, however, is the fact that in- 
dividuals are being sacrificed in this fight. One of the 
first to be crucified is Major General Edwin Walker. 
The smear against General Walker originated with a 
slander attack by a smut sheet called The Overseas 
Weekly. General Walker was relieved of his com- 
mand. His assignment, despite the fact that the charges 
of the Overseas Weekly were repudiated by the Army’s 
investigation, is a pigeonhole. This brilliant command- 
er has been side-tracked from the command chain and 
has been assigned as the Assistant Deputy for Opera- 
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tions at U. S. Army Headquarters in Europe. It is obvi- 
ous that General Walker is to be a continuing example 
of what will happen to an officer’s career who takes 
his patriotism, his oath of office to defend his country 
against all enemies, foreign and domestic, and his com- 
mand responsibilities too seriously. It is a disgrace to 
our country that there can be drastic punishment for 
patriotism. 


PENTAGON PROHIBITS 
ANTI-COMMUNIST SEMINARS 


The Senator also revealed a subtle modification of 
another directive which resulted in late June in the 
cancelling of a scheduled two-week anti-Communist 
seminar in the sensitive Latin America area. There is 
also a memorandum from the Air Force dated August 
1, 1961. This candid document leaves the clear impli- 
cation that there are to be no anti-Communist talks and 
there is to be no politics in any speeches except the 
politics of the President of the United States. 


These are but a few of many examples of the muz- 
zle being applied to our military leaders in their efforts 
to thwart Communism. A full-scale investigation by the 
Senate Armed Services Committee would bring out 
much more information which will show a clear pattern 
of censoring out references to socialism and any hard 
statements on socialism’s twin ideology, Communism. 
An investigation would also show many years of frus- 
trated national policies — frustrated by Marxist so- 
cialists in key positions in our government. 


Our people must understand that our fears must 
not be reserved for identified Communists alone within 
this country. There are others in this country who be- 
lieve in essentially the same ends as do the Communists. 
They are socialists, who look toward an international 
socialist order just as the Communists do except that 
they are dedicated to the evolutionary rather than the 
revolutionary approach. 


TWIN IDEOLOGIES: MARXIST SOCIALISM 
AND INTERNATIONAL COMMUNISM 


These Marxist socialists in our country sup- 
port anti-Communism only so long as it is aimed 
exclusively at the Communist armed threat. 
They want world socialism controlled by them- 
selves, not Russians or Chinese. These socialists 
join with Communists in discouraging the in- 
culcation of patriotism, for patriotism is a form 
of nationalism which impedes the establishment 
of world socialism. 


The Senator’s statements on this subject will pro- 
vide our people with a better insight into this campaign 
to intimidate, discredit and frustrate our military offi- 
cers in their efforts to combat Communism. This insidi- 
ous campaign must be reversed and defeated. If it is 
allowed to continue, our security will be just as serious- 
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ly impaired as it would be were the weapons of our 
armed forces to be taken from them, bit by bit, and 
locked in warehouses. We cannot win the war against 
the Marxists with one hand tied behind our backs. 
When we succumb to this insidious campaign to muz- 
zle our military leaders, we are weaving the thongs for 
our own bondage. The efforts of the anti-anti-Com- 
munist conspiracy must be nullified; and the primary 
weapon with which we have to fight is information 
concerning the total nature of the Communist menace. 
Now is the time to increase, not diminish or impair, 
existing programs to alert the American people, in uni- 
form and out. 


THE COMMUNIST “WORKER” ATTACKS 
DR. HARGIS AND GEN. WILLOUGHBY 


Senator Thurmond put his finger on a very signifi- 
cant point when he listed the so-called “/iberal” periodi- 
cals which seem to parrot the activist line of the Com- 
munist “Worker.” If it is involuntary, accidental — 
then it is stupid; if it is “calculated” — then it is treason- 
able. But this is the “sickness” of the West, a sort of 
20th Century Jacobinism adopted by the “/iberals” 
and dovetailing disastrously into the global Communist 
take-over. Both Dr. Hargis and your Editor have come 
under Communist fire; here are extracts from the Swn- 
day Edition of the “Worker” May 7/1961. Shall we 
take it as a compliment to the effectiveness of the “Cru- 
sade” publications? 


The John Birch Society magazine, American 
Opinion, of which General Alfred Wedemeyer 
(Ret.) and Colonel Lawrence Bunker, former 
personnel aid to General MacArthur, are “Edi- 
torial Advisors,” has highly recommended this 
manual of arms. So too has every rightist and 
neo-Nazi publication in the country. 


Military men and Pentagon officers have 
clustered around the new fascist publications 
and groups in such numbers that they could 
easily form their own private General Staff. 
Some of the nation’s most prominent military 
leaders are openly associated with these groups; 
in some cases they actually direct them! 


Listen to this rollcall: 


Major General Charles A. Willoughby; Gen- 
eral Staff officer of MacArthur’s command, 
“Chief of Intelligence”; former Military Editor 
of anti-Semitic American Mercury; editor of 
Foreign Intelligence Digest, circulated as part 
of The Weekly Crusader published by Dr. Billy 
James Hargis; Willoughby is also pro-Franco 
propagandist who called New York Times a 
‘Jewish newspaper” because it dared criticize 
Franco; 


Lt. General Charles B. Stone; 3rd Airforce; 
National Council of John Birch Society; 


General Alfred Wedemeyer; former General 
Staff officer on War Plans Division under Joint 
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Chiefs; Editorial Advisor to John Birch maga- 
zine (mentioned above); contributor to Ameri- 


ean Mercury (July, 1958) ; 


Lt. General John O’Daniel; Military Attache, 
U. S. Embassy Moscow (1948-50) ; Commander 
of the Army of Pacific (1952-54); Chief, U. S. 
Military Advisory Group in Vietnam (1945-55 ) 
in charge of “training” army of South Vietnam; 
now head of Friends of Viet Nam and is frequent 
contributor to the pro-Nazi publications such as 


American Mercury (March 1959) ; 
Lt. General P. A. del Valle; U. S. Marine 


Corps; wrote to Russell Maguire, anti-Semitic 
propagandist and former owner of Mercury; 
“May God bless your effort with success or 
America is doomed to be conquered from with- 
in” by the “Invisible Government” (Sept. 
1959) ; 


Colonel Victor J. Fox; former “Pentagon 
officer”; who “spent two years with the CIA”; 
author of The Pentagon Case; contributing edi- 
tor to American Mercury. 


Major Edgar C. Bundy; author of Collecti- 
vism In The Churches; lecturer to John Birch 
Society chapters. 


Captain Paul R. Schratz; U. S. Navy; contribu- 
tor to John Birch Society magazine, American 


Opinion (Feb., 1960). 


And this rolleall could drone on and on; for, 
on second thought, it constitutes not so much a 
private General Staff, as a private army. 


One mysterious and ominous instance of this 
was Gen. Willoughby’s recent reprinting, in his 
Foreign Intelligence Digest, of the warmonger- 
ing speech by Admiral Arleigh Burke, Chief of 
Naval Operations. Somehow the pro-Nazi, anti- 
Semitic sheet obtained and printed this tirade on 
December 30, 1960, “almost one month before” 
President Kennedy ordered the speech sup- 
pressed, and rightwing racist publications de- 
fied the White House by widely circulating 
excerpts. 


The hope for peace expressed through the 
disarmament and nuclear test ban conference 
has so frightened the military that some high 
ranking officers appear willing to ally them- 
selves with these racist elements to sabotage 
peace negotiations. Peace is the enemy of war- 
riors. 


“American-Israel Public Affairs Committee.” He ap- 
pears annually before this (and other) Congressional 
Committees in order to explain and support the general 
international position of the State of Israel. He has 
done this ably in a suave, brilliant listing of facts, pages

I appreciate that the Arabs nurse 
resentment; they were dispossessed. On the 
other hand, Israel has been entirely willing to

SOVIET SLAVES NOW FREE? 


In another part of his speech, Dr. Ralph White gave 
Nikita Khrushchev credit for knocking holes in the 
iron curtain. He said: 

“, . . However we may feel about Premier 
Khrushchev in other respects, we have to give 


him credit for the large holes he has knocked in 
Stalin’s iron curtain.” 


Apparently Dr. White is unaware of the well 
known fact that only a few days before his profound 
talk to the American Psychological Association Con- 
vention Nikita Khrushchev closed the largest hole in 
the iron curtain by building a concrete wall across the 
center of Berlin. This formidable barrier is far more 
literally an iron curtain than anything Stalin ever 
erected. 


It’s no wonder that Senator Dodd characterized the 
speech by saying, “These are strange statements indeed 
to come from a man who is responsible for advising 
USIA on the most effective means of winning the ideo- 
logical conflict with the Communists.” 


The sad truth is that Dr. White and many 
other policy leaders in our government feel that 
about all the conflict amounts to is some sort of 
peaceful economic competition with Commu- 
nism. 


SLAVE PEOPLES HAPPY UNDER SOVIETS? 


A further erroneous concept promoted by Dr. Ralph 
White is that of identifying the Russian people with 
| their Communist dictators. The uncritical acceptance 
_ of this myth by a man who is supposed to be one of our 
principal experts on the Soviet Union is nothing less 
than astounding. The Kremlin leaders would love to 
share this confidence expressed by Dr. White. If what 
Dr. White says is true, why did the Soviet troops in 
Hungary desert to the Hungarian patriots on a mass 
scale at the time of the Budapest uprising in 1956? 
If the Russian people are happy with their government, 
why is any iron curtain necessary at all? Why does 
the Kremlin jam radio broadcasts from the free world? 


The late Mr. J. Anthony Marcus, President of the 
Institute of Foreign Trade, has kept in close touch with 
happenings in Russia since 1917. A native born Rus- 
sian, he had extensive experience in the Soviet Union 
as a representative of an American industrial corpora- 
tion. In a letter to the Washington Evening Star, Mr. 
Marcus gave the following description of some of his 
experiences during business trips to the Soviet Union: 

“Many a time during my business sojourns 
there, even high executives in the Soviet Govern- 


ment have said to me: ‘Why do you Americans 
come here to deal with our rulers? You are only 
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enhancing their prestige and tightening the 
noose around our necks.’ Enroute from Minsk to 
Moscow in a sleeping compartment with a three 
man Russian commission, one of them angrily 
told me: ‘You foreigners fill your mouth with 
water when you reach this country. You are 
afraid to see our bitter life for what it is.’ His 
colleague begged him to keep quiet for fear he 
might be overheard by some agents swarming 
in the sleeping cars and all of them would have 
to pay for it... 


‘Let us not tremble about Khrushchev going 
to war with us at this time. He is far more 
afraid of his own people if he starts a war and 
puts guns into the hands of the Russian masses 
than he is afraid of our nuclear weapons. This 
is the message the Russian masses, the silent 
people, would want everyone of us to have. Let 
us remember that the Russian people have never 
made peace with their illegitimate regimes, have 
never recognized them, even though govern- 
ments of free nations have made the blunder of 
the Twentieth century by becoming diplomatic 
bedfellows with the Soviet Communists.” 


BLIND LEADERS GROPING HELPLESSLY 


In his speech of September 4, Dr. White claims to 
combat the great delusions which are causing misunder- 
standing between the United States and the Soviet 
Union — delusions which he feels are endangering 
world peace. Yet in his speech, he unwittingly pro- 


pounds the real delusions that have cost us defeat after 
defeat in this struggle to the death with Satanic Com- 
munism. 


It was the delusion that the Communists were demo- 
cratic and peace-loving that caused us to conduct our 
war strategy against Hitler in such a way that Stalin 
and the Soviet dictators emerged as the principal victors 
of World War II. It was the delusion that the Soviets 
were trustworthy and had legitimate fears of Western 
aggression that caused us to barter away the freedom 
of a hundred million people in Eastern Europe. 


It was the delusion that the Chinese Communists 
were sincere agrarian reformers and were representative 
of the Chinese people that caused us to sit idly by and 
deny arms to free China while half a billion Chinese 
were enslaved by the Communists. 


It was the delusion that perhaps the Communists 
meant what they said that caused us to fritter away the 
past three years in the nuclear test negotiations, dis- 
mantling our own nuclear development while the Soviets 
moved ahead in theirs. It was delusions such as these, 
advanced in Dr. White’s fantastic speech, that have 
caused one harmful conference after another with Com- 
munist leaders, one propaganda defeat after another, 
one humiliation after another, and the loss of one free 
nation after another to the international Communist 
conspiracy. 
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SEN. DODD’S ANALYSIS 


Summing up the suicidal policy advocated by Dr. 
Ralph K. White, Chief of the Soviet Bloc Division of 
the USIA’s Office of Research and Analysis, Senator 
Dodd said: 


“After all that has happened, that a man 
with such ideas could still be occupying a vital 
position in our cold war command, that his 
words could be quoted approvingly and featured 
prominently by many of our outstanding news- 
papers, is a commentary on our nation which 
casts the gravest doubt upon our capacity to 
comprehend the nature of the enemy, a com- 
prehension which alone will lead us to the hard 
and bitter choices that are necessary if we are to 
save our country. 


“In my judgment, Dr. White should be sum- 
marily dismissed from his post for he has re- 
vealed himself as not only unable to effectively 
present to the world the American position and 
the position of freedom in this mortal struggle 
for survival between decency and evil, he appar- 
ently is unable even to understand and embrace 
it. 

“Beyond this, I believe it is time for the ap- 
propriate committees of the Congress to thor- 
oughly investigate the U.S. Information Agency 
to find out if Dr. White’s philosophy is an iso- 
lated phenomenon within the Agency or whether 
it represents a consensus of opinion among 
those who are charged with bringing to the 
world the American message. If our leaders 
share the approach to the cold war of the Chief 
of the Soviet Bloc Division of the Office of Re- 
search and Analysis, then this entire Agency 
must be either cleaned up or dismantled because 
under present conditions it cannot effectively 
further the cause of human freedom.” 


How utterly misleading it is to think that inter- 
national Communism can be cured when the prognosis 
is based upon a totally erroneous diagnosis of the disease.

develop some kind of settlement, some kind of 
compensation, some kind of solution. 


I am not too deeply concerned with these 
matters, I am purely interested in the military 
capacity of the State of Israel in the Middle East. 
We know the Russians could come in by way of 
Iraq. They have attempted it vis-a-vis Lebanon 
(using their stooge Nasser). I have covered this 
in an article on “Russian War Plans in the Mid- 
dle East” in 1957. I wouldn’t change a dot on 
the “i.” 

From a military viewpoint Israel is a most 
valuable outpost for the West, a “bridgehead” 
in Minor Asia. Actually, instead of sending a 
Marine Brigade (though I am especially fond of 
the Marines since I have seen them in Korea in 
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the winter of 1951), the Lebanon business could 
have been settled for keeps by one (1) Israel 
Division. I do not like to lose Israel as a poten- 
tial military ally for that reason.

If anything 
can be done to relax the tensions in the Middle 
East, Israel will be glad to be less strong mili- 
tarily than it is today. She wants peace more 
than anything else in the world.
